est to farmers and townspeople 
alike. Some exceptionally ftne 
results have been attained, as

It is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to continue this work 
over a series of years, and for the 
coming year arrangements have | 
been made, we understand, with | 
a number of farmers throughout 
the district to have part of their 
crop grown under the supervis-, 
ion of Government officials.

The object of thes: experiments 
is to show the results which 
may be galned from irrigation, 
and also to determine the most 
beneficial quantity of water to ap- 
ply to vari vus crops. Owing to 
the fact, ho. ‘ever, that this is the 
first year that these plots have 
been operated, the variations in 
the different quantities of wat- 
er applied were not wide enough 
to show what the best quantity of 
water to apply was, ©o that these 
ltesults must be accepted simply 
as showing the difference be- 
tween dry laad and land 
which received what might be 
called a light irrigation. To 
make this quite clear—If six 
inches of water had been applied 
it might have produced sixty 
bushels of ripe wheat, as was the 
case in Lethbridge this year, and 
again, if another plot had been 
given eight or ten inches, it 
might have kept the wheat grow- 


ing until 1t was frozen, Looking 
at these results, the farmer would 
see that it was best to put on so 
much water but that the applica- 
tion of too much was a great 
mistake. ;

Branding of Dairy 
Butter 


MUST BE PRINTED OR 
STAMPED BEFORE 
BEING OFFERED 
FOR SALE 


STANDARD 


We hove recently received a 
circular from the Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, which should 
be of great interest to farmers mak- 


ing butter and retailers. It pro- 
vides that all butter put up in 
weights 14 Ib to 2 Ibs. for sale 


shall be printed or branded. 

The circular in part is as follows: 

The Dairy Industry Act, 1914, 
is largely a revision of Part VIII ot 
the Inspection and Sale Act, which 
Part it repeals. 

The underlying principle of the 
law is protection to the consumer, 


the honest manufacturer and the 
honest trader. The whole object 
ot the law is to prevent misrepre 


sentation. No reasonable practice 
is interfered with 

A new subsection in the Act deals 
with the weight of butter as put up 


in prints or blocks This subsec- 
tion reads as follows:— 
“No person. shall sell, offer, 


or have in his possession for sale, 


any butter moulded or cut into 
prints, blocks, squares or pats 
unless such prints, blocks, squares 


or pats are of the full net weight of | 
one quarter pound, one half pound, | 
one pound or two pounds at the 
time they are moulded or cut. | 
Nothing in this paragraph shal] be 
held to apply to butter in rolls or | 
lumps of indiscriminate weight 
as sold by farmers” 

The exact wording of the sections 
ot the Regulations that deal with 
this matter of the branding ot dairy 
butter reads as follows.— 

“No person shall cut or pack 
dairy butter into blocks, squares or 
prints and wrap such blocks, squar- 
es or prints in parchment paper un- 
less the parchment paper is 
printed or branded with the words 
‘dairy butter.” 

“No person shall knowingly sell, 
offer, expose or have in his possess- | 
ion for sale! — 

(e) Any dairy butter packed in | 
boxes similar to those used for the 
packing of creamery butter unless | 
such packages are branded ‘Dairy 
butter;”
